Ettelson Chief Lobbyist. 


Corporation Counsel Ettelson was 
the chief lobbyist in behalf of the 
finance bills.

The name of William F. Weiss, with 
no address given, appeared on Mr. 
Ettelson’s payroll No. 1042 during Au- 
gust, 1927. He drew $250 checks semi- 
monthly. Representative Weiss died 
Oct. 17, 1927. 

Interviewed at her home, 426 North 


Mrs. Weiss, widow of the former leg- 
islator, was asked if she had received 
any money from the city since her 
husband's death. 

Checks from Mr. Weiss. 

“Mr. Welch was in business with 
my husband,” she explained. Mr. 
Weiss gave him business and he gave 
my husband business. After Mr. 
Weiss died I received several checks 
from Mr. Weich, but just where they 
came from 1 don’t know.”

| Principals of ten Chicago high 
schools met yesterday with William 
J. Bogan, superintendent of schools, 
and Albert G. Bauersfeld, director of 
technical study, to discuss the advis- 
ability of instituting classes in aero- 
nautics in each of the ten schools, 

“School boys everywhere are eager 
to learn the ‘why and how’ of aero- 
nautics,” Mr. Bogan told the princi- 
pals. “The airports of Chicago are 
besieged by boys who wish to learn 
about aeroplane construction and 
flights. I believe the time has come 
for the mechanic arts instructors in 
our schools to direct this enthusiasm 
for aeronautics toward motivating 
their show projects.

“One experimental class in each of 
your schools would be helpful in de- 
termining to what extent the funda- 
mental principles of aeroplane con- 
struction and operation are within 
the capacity of adolescent youth.”

SUGGESTS RAIL 
CHIEFS CUT OWN 
PAY TO AID MEN 


Suggesting that executives of west- 
ern railroads could meet wage increase 
demands of their trainmen and con- 
ductors by cutting their own salaries, 
George W. Hunt, general chairman of 
the railway trainmen of the Oregon 
short line, yesterday presented an ex- 
hibit before the government fact find- 
ing commission. 


Hunt said that if the salaries of the | 


executives and officers of all western 
railroads were reduced $161 a year 
the reductions would provide enough 
money to allow an increase of between 
6% per cent and 7% per cent to the 
conductors and trainmen. His exhibit 
showed that the average salary of 
executives on the western roads in 
1926 was $5,474 and that the average 


annual salary of a conductor is 83,000.

Army Tests 
Battle Tanks, 


Electric Robot 


{Chieago Tribune Press Service.] 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds, Md., 
. 4. — [Special.] — Light, speedy 
tanks, fast armored cars and a new 
mobile anti-aircraft battery equipped 
with an electric “Robot” that not 
only computes firing data but auto- 
matically aims the guns at the aerial 
target, featured the tenth annual army 
ordnance demonstration held at Aber- 
deen Proving Grounds today. 

More than 17,000 spectators, includ- 
ing four cabinet members, high rank- 
ing army officers and civilians inter- 
ested in industrial preparedness for 
war, swarmed over the extensive test- 
ing ground from nine in the morning 
until late in the evening while various 
units of the army demonstrated the 
new weapons developed during the 
last ten years. 

Distinguished Guests Attend. 

Secretary of War Dwight Davis, At- 
torney General John G, Sargent, Post- 
master General Harry S. New, Secre- 
tary of Commerce William F. Whiting 
and military observers from a dozen 
European nations were among dis- 
tinguished guests who watched the 
army demonstrate how it will fight 
the next war if the army’s obsolete 
equipment is replaced with the new 
improved weapons developed by the 
ordnance cepartment. 

Allan Hoover, son of Herbert Hoo- 
ver, the Republican nominee, was 
among the spectators. 

While great interest was shown in 
the anti-aircraft firing, which took 
place during the day and in the eve- 
ning with the aid of searchlights, the 
army’s new motorized equipment 
proved the biggest attraction. So 
great was the desire of the spectators 
to see the army’s new tanks and ar- 
mored cars in action that time and 
again they broke through the lines 
established by the military police and 
swarmed out almost into the line of 
fire of the advancing machines. 


New Models Show Speed. 
The greatest interest was exhibited 
when two medium tanks preceded by 
hew armored cars attacked two war- 
time tanks and destroyed them with 
gunfire.

Weeps at Verdict.

Charles Walz and Tony Grecco were 
found guilty last evening of killing 
Policeman Arthur Esau. The jury 
fixed their punishment at death in the 
€lectric chair. 

Walz, who is 18 years old, and did 
the actual shooting of the policeman, 
stood dazed when the verdict was 
read in Judge Harry B. Miller’s court- 
room. He glanced helplessly around 
and swallowed hard. Grecco, who is 
a year Walz's senior, went completely 
| to pleces. He sobbed aloud, tears 
— down his cheeks, and he 
shook his head in a gesture of futility 
| as deputy sheriffs, supporting him 


under either arm, led him out of the 
courtroom. 


Policeman Slain in Holdup. 

The youths were convicted of slay- 
ing Policeman Esau in the Community 
Drug store at 3404 North Clark street. 
Walz fired three times when Bsau 
walked in as they were holding up the 
place. 

W. F. Crowley, Grecco’s youthful 
attorney, wept with his client as the 
verdict was read. Attorney Cameron 
‘Latter, Walz's attorney, demanded that 
the jury be polled. The two boys had 
,to stand up before the bench while 
‘each juror was called by name and 
asked whether. “guilty and death” 
was his verdict. 

And each juror replied: “It was 
and it is.” Firmly, too, these twelve 
men answered the question, showing 
the verdict was the result of de- 
termination. 


Prosecutors Praise Jury.

TIE INQUIRY 
INTO HERTZ FIRE 


Crowe Soizure of Records 
Is Called Theft.“ 


Investigation of the fire last Mon- 
day night in which eleven of John 
Hertz’ race horses were burned to 


death was complicated yesterday by 
several court engagements. The fire 
had further strained the relations be- 
tween the rival Yellow and Checker 
cab companies, both of which, how- 
ever, deny that any “taxi warfare” 
exists. 

States Attorney Crowe's endeavor 
to investigate the records of the 
Checker Cab company brought him 
into difficulties in three courts yester- 
day. Judge Harry M. Fisher in the 
Circuit court said Crowe's seizure of 
Checker cab books on a subpoena 
duces tecum amounted to practical 
theft.“ Following that statement 
Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Mu- 
nicipal court was asked to issue a 
warrant for the arrest of Crowe and 
his assistants, which was denied, how- 
ever, pending a hearing today by 
Chief Justice John J. Sullivan of the 
Criminal court on a petition to have 
a special state's attorney supplant 
Crowe and investigate “collusion of 
officials with the Yellow. Cab com- 
pany.” 

Murder Inquest Today. 

Attorney Arthur F. Albert, former 
alderman, and his partner, Edgar J. 
Cook, former assistant state’s attor- 
ney, said their main fight on State's 
Attorney Crowe will start this morn- 
ing at the resumption of the inquest 
into the death of Eugene Thivierge, 
Checker driver, who was killed Sept. 
23 by men supposed to be employés 
of the Yellow Cab company. 

This killing was followed by several 
acts of violence, including the burn- 
ing of Hertz’ stables on Leona farm 
near Cary, III., in which the two fa- 
mous horses, Reigh Count and Anita 
Peabody, were endangered. Then 
Crowe ordered the raid on the offices 
of the Checker Cab company. 

Judge Fisher, sitting as a chancellor 
hearing a petition for a mandatory 
injunction which would force Crowe 
to return the books, said Crowe acted 
without authority and said if the 
state’s attorney would not agree to re- 
turn the books today he, Judge Fisher, 
would “instruct counsel how to draw 
a proper bill and this court will take 
action.” That was in reply to the 
questioning of his jurisdiction, Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Charles Dough- 
erty asserting the matter was not 
properly before a chancellor, 

May Ask Venue Change. 

It was indicated the state’s attor- 
ney’s office would today seek a change 
of venue if Judge Fisher showed an 
inclination to proceed with the 
hearing. 

Attorneys Albert and Cook declared 
to Judge Fisher that Crowe was a 
stockholder in the Yellow Cab com- 
pany, and Judge Fisher said if that 
were true “ by seizing books and prop- 
erty he can serve the competing cor- 
poration.”

Aided by a big chart of comparative 
prices of sewer pipe, Buckner offered 
evidence to show that Phillips col- 
lected graft amounting to about 35 
per cent of the contract prices of 


Queens sewers built in recent years. 
He showed that on four of the big- 


gest contracts, totaling $2,500,000—in 
the Jamaica sewer system in 1925 and 
1926— Phillips charged $900,000 more 
than the market price of lock joint 


pi to the sewer contractors, who 
ad this excess cost to their 


charges. 
Over Million a Year. 

At this rate, it was shown, Phillips 
collected nearly $6,000,000 graft out of 
the $16,000,000 Jamaica system and 
more than $10,000,000 from the 329, 
500,000 worth of sewers constructed in 
Queens in the ten years from 1917 to 
1927. or about $1,000,000 a year. 

The prosecutor also showed that 
Connolly. as borough president, award- 
ed all of these contracts and that 
Seely, as sewer engineer under Con- 
nolly, drew the specifications so that 
Phillips had a virtual monopoly on 
all sewer pipe sold in Queens during 
that period. |

CARLOAD OF FEDERAL 
ALCOHOL VANISHES 
A BALTIMORE PLANT 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 4.—[Special.]— 
Special agents from the intelligence 
unit at Washington are investigating 
the d@isappearance of a carload of 
pure alcohol, approximately 8,000 gal- 
lons, from the plant of the United 
States Industrial Alcohol company at 
Curtie Bay, it has just been learned.

THE WORD “incommunicado” séems now to 
be in daily use in the newspapers. It is used to 
describe how the prisoners arrested by dry agents 
are held in jail. Although the constitution of these 
United States declares very solemnly that the writ 
of habeas corpus shall not be suspénded except in 
case of rébellion or invasion, we read in the case 
of the men arrested by dry agents Thursday in 
Champaign, “Orders were left with the sheriff 
to hold the prisoners without allowing them to 


communicate with them. 


Now, this is usually the case With persons ar- 
rested by government dry agents. There is no 
word in our language to cover such a case, because 
under the constitution such a thing cannot happen. 
But the Spanish in the days of their rankest cru- 
elty did just what the dry agents in Champaign 
and innumerable other places are doing—they 
held thé Cubans prisoners without allowing them | 
to give bond or communicate with any one from 
the outside. The Spanish had a word to covér the 
case, “incomunicado,” which is now a great help 
to the dry agents. 

But you ask, how can a man be held in jail with- 
out the privilege of being taken before a judge and 
examined under a writ of habeas corpus as the 
constitution especially provides? Has Spanish mar- 
tial law taken the place of the constitution of the 
United States?

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
NORTHWEST OF VERDUN. — The 
Americans resumed the attack this 
morning west of the Meuse and ad- 
vanced their lines from three to five 
kilometers. They captured Hill 240, 
north of Exermont, and the villages 
of Gesnes, Fleville, Chehery, and La 
Forges. In the face of heavy artillery 
and machine gun fire, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia troops have forced the enemy 
back to the Kriemhilde posttion. 
WASHINGTON. — The American 
troops who drove the Germans back 
to the Kriemhilde position evidently 
composed the 80th and 86th national 
army divisions. The latter, called the 
Blackhawks, trained at Camp Grant, 
and has been in France only a few 
weeks. This is probably the first com- 
bat in which it has been engaged. 
LONDON.—Field Marshal Haig an- 
nounced that his forces are within 
six miles of the city of Lille and that 
the German armies from the sea to 
St. Quentin, a distance of more than 
75 miles, elther were in retreat or 
fighting hopelessly against the allied 
advance. | 
AMSTERDAM. — Austria-Hungary 
has asked Holland to invite the bel- 
ligerents to take part in peace nego- 
tiations, says the Vienna correspond- 
ent of the Berlin Tageblatt.

At this same time, we 
continued to make loans to Europe, 
which, followed by exports of gold, 
resulted in a net loss of $500,000,0C0 
in gold, which lessened to that ex- 
tent our surplus reserves. 

“Never before in our history has 
the public taken the same interest 
in stock investments or speculation 
as it has during the last six months 
and this, coupled with favorable busi- 
ness developments, has caused market 
values to advance to unprecedented 
levels, thus increasing the demand for 
stock exchange loans. 

We respectfully suggest that bank 
depositors who have funds for invest- 
ment, codperate with their bankers to 
the end that nothing unsound shall 
develop that might result in the dis- 
turbance of healthy business condi- 


tions. 

“We suggest to the federal reserve 
board that it again permit a weekly 
adjustment of reserves and penalize 
only those banks which abuse the 
privilege: We also suggest that the 
percentage of reserve be based upon 
the bank’s condition at the beginning 
of the day.”

“That,” said Al Smith, ain't a very 
sensible thing to say.

I am a Jeffersonian 
Democrat. I am for state rights. If 
a state wants to be dry, I want to let 
it be dry. That is the answer. 

“Jim came out for repeal of the 
amendment only when he wanted to 
be reelected. He never introduced 
any resolutions in the senate when 
he was there, and he only became vio 
lantly interested in the repeal of the 


eighteenth amendment when he want- 


ed to be re-elected. 

“But it did not do him any good, 
because the people of this state caught 
on to that, and that’s thd reason he 
was defeated—one of the reasons.“

HOOVER’S LEAD OVER 
SMITH SHOWS GAIN IN 


New York, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—Her- 
bert Hoover continues his lead in the 
third installment of the Literary Di- 
gest. presidential poll. Of the 752,810 
straw ballots tabulated to date Hoover 
is credited with 614,397, or 68 per 
cent of the total, and Gov. Albert E. 
Smith with 231,061, or slightly less 
than Ai per cent. Last week's returns 
showed the two candidates with an/ 
even 67 per cent and 31 per cent, re- 
spectively. 

Of the New York state returns re- 
corded 83.472 are for Hoover and 33,- 
245 for Smith, but the Digest explains 
that no returms from New York City 
are included. 

One southern state, Arkansas, is in- 
cluded in the returns. This state gives 
Smith a slight lead over Hoover, the 
vote being Hoover, 1,800; Smith, 1,955.

Meeting in South Bend

Bouth Bend, Ind., Oct. 4.—[Special.] 
A group of more than fifty leading 
business men of South Bend today in- 
stituted a movement to change the 
highway laws of Indiana at the com- 
ing session of the legislature to the 
extent that it will be possible to widen 
to forty feet the main roads leading 
into the Chicago area. | 

The action was the result of a con- 
ference arranged by the Chicago Motor 
lub. Present were representatives of 
every important civic organization of 
the locality. Charles M. Hayes, presi- 
dent of the club, outlined the plan now 
being urged in Illinois for widening 
the radial roads out from the Cook 
county line for a distance of 100 miles 
or more, and the gathering responded 
by going on record as willing to work 
for the widening of the main cross 
state highways all the way from the 
Illinois to Ohio line. 

‘Law Imposes Limit. 

“The people of northern Indiana, 
some 475,000 the census shows,” 
Thomas Hines, head of the South 
Bend Rotary, declared, almost unani- 
mously favor the widening of these 
highways. But we are faced by a 
state law which limits the width of 
state roads to eighteen or twenty feet, 
and it will be necessary to have this 
law changed to achieve widening. 

It is therefore the first task of 
those of us who are interested in im- 
mediate improvement of road facilities 
to see that the law is cha es. 

Mr. Hayes also brought up the 
question of highway financing policy 
by. suggesting that Indiana capitalize 
its future highway facilities by adopt- 
ing the bond issue plan so that the 


“present generation may obtain the | 
benefits of improved roads.” 


Opposes Bond Issue. 

The idea was not favorably received, 
however, and President George Fir- 
man of the chamber of commerce cited 
figures to show that the state was 
gaining by the “pay as you go” policy, 
as compared with the carrying of a 


huge bond issue which would cost 


about double its face value in twenty 


years. | 

“If the laws are altered to allow 
the building of 40 foot pavements by 
the state,“ Mr. Firman said, we feel 
cofifident that the state will proceed 
immediately to widen the highways 
leading into Chicago, and from that 
aréa across the state to the Ohio line.“ 

According to official figures it was 
shown eight per cent of Indiana’s 
roads are now carrying 68 per cent 
of the motor traffic, and the sentiment 
of the state, assurance was given, is 
for the widening of the heavily trav- 
eled arteries at once to care for this 
situation.

I imagine that 
our school teachers have more than 
they can do trying to straighten out 
the English spoken by the children. 
Radio ought to set exemplary exam- 
ples, not inexorable examples, for chil- 
dren as well as for all the rest of us.

FIND 2D RUM 
RUNNER SLAIN IN 
HIGHWAY BATTLE 


Greenfield, Ind., Oct. 4.—[Special.] 
Police today found the body of a 
second man killed in the gun battle 
on the National road east of here yes- 
terday when Newman Guy, former 
Sheriff of Sullivan county, was held 
up by three alcohol runners and 
robbed of his automobile. In the 
fight Guy killed one of the gang out- 
right and fired several shots at the 
other two. The second body was 
found today underneath a railroed 
trestle a quarter of a mile south of 
the highway. In the clothing was a 
slip of paper bearing the name “ Ma- 
lone.“ The man had been shot twice 
through the/body by a revolver sim- 
ilar to Guy's. Finding that he was 
dying, he apparently committed sul 
cide by shooting himself in the head. 

The first body was identified: today 
by a railroad detec#¥e as that of 
Fred Malone, age 22, Cincinnati.

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—“ Not only must 
we make the German economic posi- 
tion permanently secure by a final so- 
lution of the reparations question, but 
we must also reéstablish German 
sovereignty over all Germany, espe- 
cially over the Rhine and Saar,” said 
Chancellor Hermann Mueller, before 
the German Newspaper Proprietors’ 
association tonight. 

The words were met with cheers, 
expressing satisfaction that the chan- 
cellor was not content merely with 
the evacuation of the Rhine and Saar 
districts, but is aiming at the re- 
incorporation of other lost German 
territories, believed to include the Pol- 
ish corridor and parts of Silesia 
awarded to Poland. 

The chancellor then read a lecture 
to the foreign press. 

“ Prosperity Is Borrowed. 

“Our. position is in many—ways en- 
tirely misjudged abroad, where people 
do not realize that much of the fine 
prosperity seen here by g tour- 
ists is not the fruit of sound) fertile 
soil, but has sprung out of borrowed 
money. 

The press should correct this mis- 
take about Germany, which has been 
spread over all the world. Not that 
I underestimate the value of the prog- 
ress made in the last few years, which 
was not expected by many of us, but 
much remains to be done.”

Yank Machine Purrs as of 
Old as Ruth Finds Stride 


TChieago Tribune Press Service.] 

New York, Oct. 4.—Things just 
hauled off and happened so neatly 
and quietly in the first game of the 
world series this afternoon that the 
first thing anybody knew the ball 
game was all over. The Yankees had 
beaten the Cardinals, 4 to 1, and the 
people were leaving the ball grounds 
in a slow, orderly migration as big as 
some of those old nomad drifts that 
changed the course of history a long 
time ago, according to the police. 

There were 61,000 people present, 
but the happenings happened in such 
a calm manner that all the customers 
together made no more noise than a 
couple of strangers in fairly good 
voice kicking about a $4 cover charge 
somewhere downtown. They just 
came in, a little moist and upset from 
the struggle thrdugh the turnstiles 
and up the ramps, saw the ball game, 


Bob Meusel and James Bumley Bot- 
tomley each hit a home run, and 
after one hour and 45 minutes, 


beat it. 
Hoyt Loafs Along. 

There may have been. more color 
and strife out in the close-plucked 
grass plot of the ball yard than met 
the’ eye and ear of those who sat 
around looking on. When it was 
over, some of the players said Waite 
Hoyt, who pitched for the Yankees 
and faced ogly 32 hitters in the whole 
nine innings, was beginning to give 
under the strain of his wrk in the 
eighth, when he faltered to the extent 
of passing a pinch hitter named Or- 
satti.

But today long, 
lanky, indifferent 
Bob buried his 
past with one 
blow. From a 
spot on which 
were centered the 2 
eyes of some 61, 

000 spectators, he BOB MEUSEL. 
reached Cut, swung with his usual. 
nonchalance, and the ball arched 
gracefully into the right field Bleach- 
ers of the Yankee stadium. 

Limping Babe Ruth, of whom luck 
made a hero for a day, ran home and 
Long Bob followed him. Those two 
runs and no more were all the 
Yankees, Waite Hoyt among them, 
needed to register a triumph over Wee 
Willie Sherdel and the St. Louis Card- 
inals, in the inaugural struggle of 
baseball’s titular classic. The final 
score was 4 to 1. 

Few Thrills for Fans. 

This wes no outstanding world’s 
series thriller, such as might bring 
the multitude to its feet. The ‘only 
thing apparent was that a ball game 
was being played. The pitching wak 
too machinelike to permit of desperate 
situations. The fielding was too me- 
thodical. And even the spectators, 
either because title matters were old 
stuff to them, or because they came 
ready and willing to mourn over the 
rout of a supposedly wrecked Yankee 
team, broke loose only in spots. 

It was 2 quiet, somewhat dull after- 
noon. If there were among that 61,- 
000 any who really desired to mourn, 
they can now shed their tears for 
Sherdel, the man of misfortune. The 
day may come when the slow balling, 
rhythmic southpaw will be able to 
write a series victory into his record. 
This was not that day, but through 
no fault of his own. * 

Hoyt at His Best. 

Beaten twice despite his brilliancy, 
when he faced this same Yankee out- 
fit in 1926, Sherdel came back today 
confident that Old Lady Luck would 
give him a break. The fickle female 
gave no signs that she even realized 
he was present. She pitted him 
against Hoyt on a day that found the 
pitching mortician a workman the 
Cardinals couldn't come close to h- 
ling. She extended her sinister in- 
fluence so that the Yanks could enjoy 
hits that really weren't hits. 

Sherdel’s misfortunes dated from 
the first inning. Two hits; one of 
them a matter of inches on a fly ball, 
and the Yanks had a run in the open- 
ing round. Another fluke blow and 
Meusel’s homer in the fourth, and the

That was all that was made 
off Sherdel—four hits in seven innings, 
whereupon he retired a beaten man 
to let Sylvester Johnson come in and 
feel what bad luck is really like.

Miss Sherman is the theory’s best 
possible proof.
